Ca- 
pital punishment is fixed in Illinois as the 
penalty for persons committing first de- 
gree murder. If there ever was a murder 
in the history of that state which called 
for the supreme penalty, it is the slaying 
of the Franks boy.

Says Veal Is Better If Skin 


Is Not Removed 


The practice of shipping: dressed 


veal without removing: the hide or 
skin possesses many advantages, par- 
ticularly In hot weather, according to 
the United -States 
Department 
of 


Agriculture. 


Light color1 is a particularly desir- 


able characteristic of the best grades 
of veal. In that it is an indication of 
the quality of the flesh. Fresh meat 
turns" darker when exposed to the air 
even under modern conditions of re- 
frigeration and handling, while this 
does not affect the wholesomeness of 
the meat, its sales value may bo ma- 
terially decreased. This applies par- 
ticularly to ve.il, in which color Is of 
such Importance. 


The custom of selling: veal with the 
skla on to tho retailer Is 
generally 


followed at the two largest meat mar- 
ket centers in the country. New York 
and Chicago. 
Exceptions are made 


in the case of heavy grass calf car- 
casses which are customarily split in- 
to sides before shipment, for ease In 
handling. While the1 flesh of these 
animals Is darker at the 
time of 


slaughter than from younger animals 
which have" been on a milk diet. It 
turns still darker on exposure to- the 
air, which detracts to even a greater 
extent from' its apr>earunce. 


Veal which does not have the skin 


removed until it reaches the retailer, 
which may be five to ten 
days or 


longer after slaughter; still retains 
its "bloom" and the light pink color 
most desired by the consumer. The 
protective covering supplied, by na- 
ture keeps the flesh from 
turning 


dark, and on a slow market, •when 
the wholesaler may find it necessary 
to hold his veal for several days, the 
meat holds up far better -and has a 
more inviting appearance than if this 
protection were lost. 


The skin Itself does not decrease in 


value even if the carcass Is not sold 
for some time, provided it Is proper- 
ly handled. The retailer takes into 
account the value of this important 
by-product when making his purchas- 
es, and makes his bid 
accordingly. 


The skins find a ready outlet to deal- 
erf in such products, and while the 
price may vary today, the retailer 
Is certain of being able to dispose of 
them at a profit, depending on the 
general condition of the veal and skin 
markets.
